Have Purchased the Na 
nee Water Power an 
Gas Plant. 


Negotiations for the sale of the 
Napanee Water Power, mill site and 
gus plant were concluded this Week 
and agreements signed for the grans- 
fer of the above properties t The 
Electric Power Co. better known as 
the Seymour, Co,., and associated 
companies who now control practical. 
ly all of the water power in Central 
Ontario. Napanee will therefore be 
connected up with the companys 
transmission ines at an early date and 
no doubt a favorable contract will be 
offered to the town to secure power at 
an early date which should result in a 
large reduction in expenses in the 
town’s electrical departinent and the 
greater advantage of 24 hour service. 

The Electric Power Co. Limited, 
with operating headquarters at Belle- 
ville, controls as subsidary Conpanies. 
The Sevmour Power and Electric Co., 
Limited; the Peterboro Light and 
Power Co., Limited; the Peterboro 
Radial Railway Co.; the Auburn 
Power Co. of Peterboro, Limited ; the 
Trenton Electric and Water Co., 
Limited ; the Sidney Electric Power 
Co., Limited ; Oshawa Electric Light 
Oo., Limited; the City Gas Co. of 
Oshawa, Limited, and the Cobourg 
Utilities Corporation, It also controls 
the Nipissing Power Co., Limited. 

It is typical of the confidence which 
the management of these companies 
feels towards the present provincial 
government, that altho all the water 
powers that it is develoying are vested 
in the Dominion Government, the 
charters for these companies have been 
granted by the Ontario Governme 
and no. protection from Ontario 
jurisdiction has been sought. 

The Seymour Power Co, has been 
the most active in gaining control of 
the situation. It obtains its name 
from Seymour Township, Northumber- 
land County, in which township is 
situated Cumpbellford, the centre of 
several important Water powers, and 
the site of a paper mill and) pulp mill, 
in the management of which Mr, J. G, 
G,. Kerry, president of both the North- 
umberland Paper and Klectric Co., and 
of the Electric Power Co, who has 
bud the organizing of the great enter- 
prise in hand, obtained his grasp of 
the situation in more senses than one, 

Mr. Kerry will be regarded in days 
to come as the one man ordained to 
the ranks of capital who has had the 
genius to see that the principles un- 
derlying the public ownership move- 
ment were justified and right, and 
arose out of the conditions : and to 
realize that in future if corporations 
were to retin their status it could 
only be by adopting the policy that 
made public ownership popular.

Festivities on a Seale Never Before 
Attempted at a | 
Coronation. 


Bince the beginning of winter the 
ehief functionaries of the British 
court have been busily absorbed 
with prepartions for the coronation 
of George V., which will surpass in 
pagentry and in historical interest 
all former ceremonials of the char- 
acter. While the- ceremony of 
crowning the King and Queen in 
Westminster Abbey on June 22 will 

almost identical in form with 
that of which has been followed in 
the investiture of British sovereigns 
since William IV. and Queen Ade- 
laide, the auxiliary functions are 
expected to exceed in pagentry and 
magnificence anything that the na- 
tion has witnessed in the past, 
writes a London correspondent. 

These will include the progress 
of the court through London on the 
day after the coronation, and a vis- 
it to the Guild Hall, with a recep- 
tion of the King and Queen by the 
city authorities, a great naval re- 
view, a gala performance at the 
Opera with minor celebrations and 
pagents, among which will be a 
‘‘festival of empire’’ at the Crystal 
Palace. 

Business men and transportation 
companies count on an influx of 
something approaching 2.000,000 
visitors to London during the coro- 
nation season. A considerable pro- 
portion of these will be foreigners, 
Americans and colonials probably 
predominating. Hotels are receiv- 
ing many orders for accommoda- 
tions, but expect tu be able to cope 
with the invasion. The best places 
are being reserved for the regular 
patrons, and managers say that 
prices for the coronation week will 
not be moresthan double the regu- 
lar rates for the best hotels. Board- 
ing housekeepers are likely to be 
less reasonable in charges to visi- 
tors who have not made arrange- 
ments for accommodations in ad- 
Vance. 


ERECTING STANDS. 


There is every indication that the 
erection of the stands for witness- 
ing the procession to the abbey, and 
the progress through London will 
be on a scale more extensive than 
for the coronation of King Edward 
in 1902. Owners and tenants are 
asking the highest prices ever quot- 
ed for building sites and windows. 
Rates to the ordinary applicants 
for seats, which usually are held at 
the highest possible mark until 4 
few days before the event, are apt 
to go down with a rush on the eve 
of the coronation when speculators 
find they have frightened away the 
public.

ent of foreigners who reside more 
or less permanently in France. 

From 181] to 1814 the revenue 
from the Regic averaged 63,000,000 
francs ($12,159,000) a year. The re- 
ceipts of 1909 were 487,064,000 francs 
(94,003,429). The statistics for 1910 
are not yet available, but from the 
fact that the tax on cigars, cigar- 
ettes and the better qualities of 
tobacco was increased during the 
past summer by about 20 per cent., 
it is expected that the year recently 
ended will make a still more opu- 
lent showing. 

How much of the gross receipts of

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Cuba Could Raise More Than the 
Present World’s Supply 
of Sugar. 


Rather more than one hundred 
years ago.a contest began between 
sugar made from the sugar cane 
and sugarmade from the sugar 
beet. fore that, cane sugar was 
king, and the traders in products | 
of the cane were among wie biggest 
merchants of the world. The cane 
growers had a snap and realized it 
too well. Then at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century first France 
and afterwards other European 
countries began the cultivation of 
the sugar beet and the manufac- 
ture of sugar from that’ prolific 
vegetable. Twenty-five years ago 
sugar beet growing became general 
in America, and about that time tne 
outlook for the cane sugae coun- 
tries was very blue. 

Beet sugar continued to crowd 
cane sugar out of the market, until 
ten years ago there was nearly 
twice as much beet sugar made and 
sold as cane sugar. In those days 
the West Indies were raising a4 
howl all the time. It didn’t mat- 
ter so much in Cuba for Cuba al- 
ways had a war to keep her divert- 
ed, but in peaceful and stagnant 
Jamaica the problem of existence 
seemed identical with the prosper- 
ity of the sugar industry, and what 
should take the place of their van- 
ishing sugar trade was the ques- 
tion that vexed the Jamaicans all 
the time. But within ten years 4 
change has occurred. 


CHECK FOR BEET SUGAR. 


The production of sugar from the 
cane has increased forty per cent., 
oT that of beet sugar has stood 
still. 

To-day for every six pounds of 
beet sugar sold, there are seven 
and a quarter pounds of cane sugar. 
There are two causes given for the 
change. One is that since the abol- * 
ition of the, sugar bounties, sugar 
has been much cheaper fhere, and ° 
the beet sugar has not been so 
profitable a crop. The other is 
that Cuba since the war has been a 
better governed and better farmed 
country than ever before. Cuba 
raises one-quarter of all the cane 
sugar in the world, but it is said 


that she might very easily raise 
more than the total crop of all 
kinds of sugar now produced the 


world over. The sweet tooth of the 
world now requires fourteen mil- 
lion tons of sugar a year, or say 17 
pounds for every man, woman and 
child. But if the 5,000,000 acres of 
good land now lying idle in Cuba 
were suddenly turned into sugay 
plantavions, there would be such an 
increase in the world’s supply

Investigation shows that in prac- 
tically every particular the Seymour 
Power Co. has taken the hydro-elec 
tric commission program as a basis, 
for action. This grand larceny of 
Hon. Adam Beck’s thunder should not, 
however, rob the Hydro- Klectric Power 
Commission of the credit it deserves 
for setting up a platform on which it 
seems reasonable and practicable for 
capitsl to find a new standing ground. 

The terms ander which the great 
water powers of the Trent Canal sys- 
tem are leased tothe Seymour Power 
Company are distinctly public-owner- 
ship terms, and involve due considera- 
tion of public interests and protection 
of public rights. 

For all power developed the company 
has to pay the government $2 per b.p. 
When al! the powers are in operatian, 
this means a revenue to the govern: 
ment sufficient to materially reduce 
the expenses and maintenance on the 
Trent Valley Canal, and thus will be 
furthered the extension of cheap trans- 
portation to central Ontario. The 
powers must be developed within a 
limited period or the leases will be 
forfeited. The work, in fact, is going 
on as rapidly as the oanal construc: 
tion permits. 

Then the company laid down several 
principles on its own initiative. No 
business was wanted, it was decided, 
that was not voluntary. Asa corol- 
lary, it was determined to make the 
terms for power so attractive that no 
one could resist theopportunity. Thie 
made all graft and squaring ‘of muni- 
cipal councils an unnecessary detail. 
And corporations only do what is ne- 
cessary.

SELECTED RECIPES. 


The virtues of certain old Eng- 
lish dishes have been so lauded in 
the literature of the last century 
that most of us fee! as if we had a 
speaking acquaintance with them, in 
spite of our ignorance as to how 
they are made. Here are the re- 
ceipts for a few ur the most cele- 
brated ones: 

Clotted Cream.—As an adjunct 
to stewed fruit and cereals, this 
has a wide popularity. In Devon 
and Cornwall! it is even eaten with 
afternoon tea, spread on the bread 
instead of butter. Strain fresh 
milk into a large metal pan, put it 
in a coo! place, and keep it unmov- 
ed for twenty-four hours in winter 
and twelve hours in summer. Then 
scald very slowly over a low fire; 
the slower the scalding is done the 
better and the thicker the clotted 
cream. Skim it the following day. 
It should be almost as thick as 
cream cheese. 

Puddings in Haste.—An old Eng- 
lish receipt which requires little 
time or labor is as follows: Chop 
one cup of suet and mix with an 
equal qugntity of grated bread. 
Add a few dried currants, the beat- 
en yolks of four eggs, the whites 
of two, and adeaspoonful of grated 
lemon peel and ginger. Mix the 
‘ingredients, make the mixture into 
egg-shaped balls, using a very little 
flour, and drop them into a skillet 
of boiling water. Boil them about 
twenty minutes—they will rise to 
ithe surface when done. Serve them 
with any sweet sauce. 


Hot Pot.--Use two pounds of 
fore-quarter mutton chops, and 
two sheep's kidneys. Trim the 


| chops neatly, cut off all superflu- 
ous fat, lay half of them in a well- 
| buttered deep dish, and with them 
a kidney cut in slices. Sprinkle 
over them a little pepper and salt 
and a teaspoonful of finely minced 
onion, and place upon them a quar- 
| ter of a pound of potatoes cut in 
slices. Put two or three lumps of 
butter here and there, and repeat 
|until the méat is used and the dish 
|nearly fu. Cover the top with 
lwhale potatoes, pour a half-pint 
of water or stock over them, and 
bake in a moderate oven for two 
‘or three hours. A layer of oysters 
improves the flavor of the dish. 
| Veal Pie.—Select a pound and a 
half of veal cutlets a quarter of 
an inch thick, free from skin and 
bone, and half a pound of thin ham.

LAWS FOR BELGIAN PAINTERS 


Restrictions Regarding Liquor— 
Employer‘’s Responsibilities. 


Be'gium has just drawn up a 
code of laws governing 
painters and the «xercise of their 
eraft which are singularly striot 
and exhaustive. 

Yrom the fashion in which the 
new laws hedge them in with on- 
forced precautions one would think 
painting the most dangerous trade 
in the whole catalogue. ln the first 
place no employer of painters may 
employ @ man who drinks alcoholte 
beverages to the temporary extinc- 


tion of his logical power, and no 
intoxicating liquors ure to be 
brought into the vicinity of the 
workers. Employers are respen- 


sible for the care which their ten 
take of their persons. 

They must see that every painter 
washes his hands before cating, 
suspend the men whose health 
not ps roche 4 and discharge any 
one suffering from lead poisonins 
A painter may not wear the saine 
clothes on the street or in his home 
which he uses in his trade. He is 
imperatively required to arin hin- 
self with a special suit of clothes 
and a screened hat. 

Contractors and master painte:s 
are restricted in the use of white 
lead to the ground lead mixed with. 
oil, and it is stipulated that this 
mixture must be so handled that it 
does not splash or come !n contact 
with the painter's hands. 

The law strictly forbids scraping 
of dry painted surfaces in which 
white lead has been used. This wall 
doubtless prevent much careless. 
ness and protect the careless paint- 
er from his own inerscreticn, but 
it is terribly restrictive and smacks 
of over-legislation.
